an occasional drive, and finally maki 
a trip to Indianapolis to consult a 
specialist. He returned about three 
weeks ago, spent some time at his 
office, and determined to enter Hope 
hospital, where he' might have the 
most expert care. 


At noon on Saturday there was a 


sudden turn for the worse in the pa- 
tient's condition and from that hour 
dates the more pronounced decline 
whch ended in his death this morn- 
ing-. It was a gradual and pantlesi 
sinking into the sueep of ceatn and 
friends realized fully the hopeless- 
ness of the ccse.

A BRIEF BIOGKAPHY. 


Lindley Murray Ninde was born in 


Warren 
county, Ohio, March 18, 


1825, and his age was therefore 76 
years, 2 months and 16 days.

was named in honor of Lindley Mur- 
ray, famous as an early American 
authority upon grammar, and author 
of a text-book 
almost 
universally 


used in the early schools of this coun- 
try. Judge Ninde's father, Benjamin 
Ninde, was an intimate friend of the 
distinguished grammarian.

Itsh, and he grew up on an Ohio farm 
his boyhood days having been spen

Judge Ninde's parents were devou. 


members of the society of Friends 
and they gave their children an edu 
cation far superior to that received b 
most farmer's sons and 
daughters 


The son Lindley, one of a large fam 
ily of children, remained on the fam 
until he was nearly or quite twent; 
years of age. 
He then attended , 


seminary at Winchester, and late 
entered Farmers' college near Gin 
cinhati. The course at this institu 
tion was mastered and he was gr-adu 
ated with -honors in 1848. 


TOOK TIP THE LAW. 


Here was afforded a long-sough 


opportunity to take up the study o 
the law, and young Ninde made a 
arrangement whereby he entered th 
law offices of Judge Hoadley, one o 
the most prominent practitioners i 
Cincinnati, and father of ex-Governo 
Hoadley, of Ohio. Here he remaine 
two years, 
and here was laid th 


foundation for the splendid profes 
sional career that graced his late 
years. 


Judge Ninde came to Fort \?ij 


to 'begin the practice of law in 1851 
and from that time—just half a cen 
tury, he has been a lawyer of iuces 
sant and unlimited activity in hi 
business.

More tlian 500 honored soldier dead 


lying within the boundaries of Allen 
county slept Thursday night beneath 
waving folds of old glory, while ovei 
thein were wreaths of verdure .111 
sweet flowers, placed by hands as a 
tribute to their patriotic devotion to 
the country's cause. 


It was Decoration day and the occa- 


sion was never more splendidly ob- 
served in this city than was the case 
that day. Lowering morning skies 
that for a 'time threatened to inter- 
fere with some details of the -program 
quickly dissolved under a flood of 
glittering1 sunlight that came shortly 
before 9. o'clock. • It was enthusias- 
tically welcomed after the prolonged 
. period of dismal rain, and people 
were quick to take advantage of its 
promise. 


'COMMITTEES START EARLY. 
Committees appointed1 to decorate 


the graves of the soldier dead began 
their work early, and those who of- 
ficiated at cemeteries adjacent to the 
city.started from the headquarters in 
the Elektron, building shortly after 
7:30 o'clock in carriages. 
Heaps of 


wreaths, a profusion of pretty flowers 
and hundreds of flags had been ar- 
ranged by the ladies' committees. 
Many of the flowers were contributed 
•by the pupils in the various schools, 
and with "the assistance of outside 
committees the local veterans' or- 
ganizations today placed' the tributes 
upon ittie graves of 491 soldiers in- 
terred in. the. various 'cemeteries of 
the county, where the rwwrk was in 
charge of the Fort "Wayne soldiers. 
Other points in the county, among 
them New Haven and Monroeville, 
were cared for by the veterans in 
those places. 


OBSERVANCE GENERAL. 


The temperature could'-hardly "have 


%eeh'more'propitious; it was noif'tffo 
warm for comfort^ and early this 
morning it was evident that there 
would 'be a very general observance 
of the day.

quence, their wit be employed on th 
right side. 
One of them makes, 


mistake, and we say, "what an awfu 
disaster." 
When one of them de 


votes all his great ability to usefu 
purposes we celebrate it, we eularg 
upon it, we speak of it as somethin 
for gratitude to God. Meanwhile w 
give no time at all to consider wha 
people are doing with one talent, no 
realizing that ten people of one talen 
each are quite as important -as on 
man with ten talents. 
In the on 


case the advantage of opportunity i 
concentrated in a single personality 
while in another it is divided amon 
ten individuals. Now, what we wan 
to do in this sermon is to waken th 
people of only one talent to apprecij 
tion of their duty. Only a few peopl 
have five talents or ten talents, whil 
millions have one. My short text i 
like a galvanic shock—"To anothe 
one." 


The most difficult 
thing in th 


world is to make an accurate estimat 
of ourselves. Our friends value u 
too high; our enemies too low. T 
find out what we are worth morally 
and mentally is almost impossible 
We are apt to measure ourselves by 
those around us, but this is not fair 
as they may be very brilliant or very 
dull, very good or very bad. Indeed 
there are no human scales that cai 
tell our exact 
moral 
and menta 


weight, nor is there a standard by 
which we can measure our exac 
intellectual height; so the hardes 
so the hardest thing to do is to cal 
eulate our real stature or heft. Bu 


' it will be no evidence of egotism in 


any of us if we say that we have a 
least one talent. 
What is it, and 


finding what it is, what use shall w 
make of it? The most of the people 
finding that they have only one tal 
ent, do AS the man spoken of in the 
parable—they hide it. But if aU tin 
people who have one talent brough1 
it out for use, before this century is 
half past, and correspondents begin 
to write at the head of their letters 
1950, the earth would be one of thi 
outskirts of heaven. I ask you again 
what is your one talent? 


Is it a cheerful look? Carry thai 


look wherever you go. It must come 
from a cheerful heart. It is not that 
inane smile which we sometimes see 
which is an irritation. In other 
words, it must be a light within us 
so bright that it illumines eye, cheek, 
nostrils and mouth. 
Let .ten men 


who are accustomed to walking a cer- 
tain street every day resolve upon a 
cheerful heart, and the influence of 
such a facial irradiation would be 
felt not only 
in that street, but 


throughout the town. 
Cheerfulness 


is catching. But a cheerful look is 
exceptional. 
Examine 
the 
first 


twenty faces that you meet going 
through 
Pennsylvania avenue 


Chestnut street, 
or Broadway, 


State street, or La Salle street, or 
Euclid avenue, and nineteen out of 
,the 
twenty faces have 
either an 


anxious look or a severe look, or a 
depressing look, or an 
avaricious 


look, or a sneering look, or a vacant 
look. Here is' missionary work for 
those who have trouble. 


Arm yourself with gospel comfort. 


Let the God'-who comforted Mary and 
Martliu at the loss o£ their brother, 
the God who soothed Abraham at tHs 
loss of Sarah, and the God of David, 
who consoled his bereft spirit nt the 
loss of his boy by saying, "I shall go 
to him;" the God who filled St. John 
with.ttaxology when an exils on th? 
barren Patmos, and' the Gad- who has 
g-Ive'n happiness to thousinils rf tha 
bankrupted and persecuted, filfine; 
them' with heavenly riches, which 
were more than the earthly advan- 
tages, that are wiped out, let that 
CrJ>d help them. 
If He take full pos- 


'aession of your nature, then you will 


go down the street a benediction to 
all who see you, and those who arc- 
in the tough places of life, and are 
run upon and belied, and had their 
homes destroyed, will say, "If that 
man can be happy I can be happy, he 
has been through troubles as big as 
mine, and he goes down the street 
with a face in. eveiy lineament of 
which there are joy and peace and 
heaven. .What-am I groaning about? 
From the same place that man. got 
his cheerfulness I can get mine. * Why 
art thou cast down, 0 my soul, .ind 
why art thou disquieted within me? 
Hope thou in God, for I shall yet 
praise him who is the health of my 
countenance and my God.' "

Again-, is your one talen: that of 


wit or hunror? Use it for God.. Much 
of the world's wit is damaging; most 
of satire has 'a sting in it; much of 
caricature is -malevolent; much of the 
smart retort is vitriolic. 
In order 


to siay am.ti't things how many will 
sacrifice the feelings of others. The 
sword they carry is keen, and it is 
employed to thrust and lacerate. Bat 
few men in all the .world1 and in- all 
the church*® realize that if wit is 
bestowed it is igiven them'for useful, 
for improving-, fen.- healthful pur- 
poses. 
If we all had more of it amd 


mew how to use it aright (how much 
t would improve our Chiristoian con- 
versation and prayer-meeting talk 
and sei-mon. 
Rohert South and Row- 


and Hill -a-nd Jeremy Taylor and 
Jean- Swift and Lorenzo Dow and 
George Whitfield used their wit and 
heir humor to gather great audd- 
nce, 
and then lead them into the 


king'dom of God'. 
Frivolity is re- 


mlsnve.in religious discussion, but I 
ike the humor of Job when he said 
o his insolent critics: 
"No doubt

own. 
The question is always being 


sked, Why do not more people go 


church, prayer meeting and other 
ligious meetings? I will tell you. 
'e of the pulpit and pew are so dull 
,ey cannot stand it. 
But when we 


k why people do not go to church 


ask a -misleading question. More 


ople go now to church than ever in 
e world's history, and the reason 
in all our denominations there is 


new race of ministers stepping into 
e pulpits which are not the aposblea 
humdrum. Sure enough we want 
the Lord's tirmy the heavy artil- 


lery, but we Avaut also more men, 
who, 
like Burns, a farmer at Gettys- 


burg, took a musket and went out 
on his own account to do a little 
shooting different 
from the other 


soldiers. The church of God is dying 
of the proprieties. 
People who in 


every other kind of audience show 
their emotions in their countenances, 
in religious assemblies, while we are 
discussing coming release and the 
joys of heaven, look as doleful as 
though they were attending 
their 


own -funeral. My friend, if you have 
the one talent of wit and humor, are 
you using it merely to make a few 
people laugh winter nights around 
the stove in the corner grocery? Has 
it never occurred to you that you 
have a -mission to execute with that 
bright faculty? 
Do you employ it 


only in idle conundrum, or low farce 
or harlequinade, or humiliating ban- 
ter? 
Quit that, 
aaid 
swing- that 


flashing scimiter which God has put 
into your hand for the slaying of sin 
and the 'triumph of righteousness. 


Or is your one talent an opportun- 


ity to set a good example? One per- 
son doing- right under adverse cir- 
cumstances will 
accomplish 
more 


than many treatises about what is 
right. 
The census1 has never been 


taken of lovely old folks. 
Most of 


us, if we have not such a one in our 
house now, have in our memory such 
a saint. We went to those old people 
with all our troubles. 
They were 


perpetual 
evangelists, 
by 
their 


soothing words, by their hopefulness 
of spirit and inexpressible help. I 
cannot see how heaven could make 
them any lovelier than they are, or 
were. 
But there 
are 
exceptions. 


There is a daughter in that fa<miry 
whose father is impatient and the 
mother querulous.

ments. She is the personification of 
patience, and her reward will be a?

her reward may be given on earth. 
She is in a rough college tfrom which

His word is as 
good as his bond. He has for thirty 
years been referred to as a clean, 
upright, 
industrious, 
consistent 


Christian man. Ask him how many 
talents he has and he will not claim 
even one. He cannot make a -speech; 
he cannot buy up a market; he can- 
not afford an outshining equipage, 
but what 'an example he is to the 
young; what an honor to his house- 
hold; what a pillar to the church of 
God; 
what a specimen of truth and 


integrity and all-roundness of char- 
acter. Is there any comparison in 
usefulness 
between that man with 


the one talent of honesty and the 
dashing operators of the money mar- 
ket who startle the world first with 
a "boom" and then with a "slump?" 
I tell you that the one m'an with the 
one talent will live a happier life 
ind die a more peaceful death and go 
to a better place than his brilliant 
but reckless contemporary: *'To an- 
other one." 


The chief work of the people with 


many 'talents is to excite wonderment 
ind to Startle and electrify the world. 
What use is 'there in all that? Wo 
use at all. I have not so much interest 
in the one man out of a million as I 
have in the million. 
Get the great 


masses of the world right, and it does 
not mnke much difference abou't what 
the 
exceptioir.il people are 
tloing. 


Have all the people with one talent 
enlisted for God and righteousness, 
and let pll those with five or ten 
tn,lents :nigr^tfi to llie North Stir or 
the moon, mid this world would get 
on splendidly. 
The hard-workinjr. 


industrious classes of America nrs all 


to cross with me to Xeipsic and ex- 
amine the grave trenches openen 
there.

Come on, my

DH. CHARLES SMITH, AGED 126, FINDS WATERS OF PERPET- 


UAL YOUTH AT EGG HAHBOB, N. J.

bor, N, J., who is 126 years old ( 
least that is what he and all h 
neighbors insist is the truth), a

But while this venerable physlcm 


has the aspect of a man in the 80's—

He says that when he was 
in Persia a few years ago he saw 
there a similar brook in which many 
of .the natives waded regularly and 
felt much younger after the wading. 
The Persian brook is called by the na- 
tives "The Water of Childhood."

dren. Cambridge was formerly one 
of 'the worst towns known for the 
exteiit of its juvenile depravity. All 
:his is changed now, and the New 
England air of respectability is again 
a feature of Cambridge life by night 
as well as by day. The law affects 
the conduct of the children at all 
hours.

NEW YORK'S SPITE HOUSE. 


It is reported in New York that 
ie famous "spite" house erected sev- 


eral years ago by a man named Kich- 
ardson is to be offered for sole, to- 
gether with its furniture and interior 
decorations.

whale •world n stranger house than 
bhis one, nor any th'at has a more 
curious history. 
The man who built 


the house "out of spite" is now dead, 
but his name still clings to the place, 
and it is unlikely that it will ever be 
known by any other name than the 
:jB-ichardson Spite House." 


Richardson, was a millionaire and 


he was also a raiser. He began life 
as 
>a bricklayer, economized and 


saved money. 
In time his savings 


were invested in houses and land. The 
land npou which Richardson built his 
"spite house" was the property of his 
wife. 
It was an absurd little strip 


of land extending 104 feet along; Lex- 
ington avenue and only five feet on 
the side street. 
Eighteen years ag-o 


one Heyman Saruer a clothier, wished 
to built a block of apartment houses 
on the side street, adjoining the lit- 
tle strip of land owned by Mrs. Rich- 
ardson. 
He desired a front on the 


avenue and approaching the Rich- 
firdsons offered $1,000 for the ruler- 
shaped bit of land. 
One thousand 


dollars was a good price for the prop- 
erty. 
It was not worth a cent more. 


"Oh, 
no," said Richardson, "but 


we'll sell it to you for $5,000—not a 
cent less." 


Sarner declined io pay more than

TO MEASURE THE WIND. 


An ingenious- instrument has been 
uveiited by R. M. Lowne, of Catford. 
whereby the velocity and direction of 
the wind may be accurately regis- 
tered by means of electricity. 
The 


instrument is an adaptation of vane 
and anemometer combined, and the 
record is automatically made 011 a 
paper ribbon, the indicating instru- 
ment being- connected by electric (wire 
with the vane and anemometer. The 
direction of the wind in continuously 
shown by a well defined single pencil 
line and the changes to eight points 
on the compass and their duration are 
also recorded in the some way. 


Another pencil line indicates tenths 


of miles and miles of velocity, and 
the maximum velocity when it occurs 
can also be seen at a glr.iice. 
Mr. 


Lowne claims that the apparatus, 
which he has kept VJOiking; for over 
a year, is most successful in every 
way and withstands all changes of 
weather. 
Eve:y thing is perfectly 


automatic in action and the battery 
power required ia very small. 
Thf 


records shown by means of Mr. 
Lowne's instrument cannot, he states, 
be obtained by means of any other 
apparatus in existence. 


Mr. Lowne told a newspaper repre- 


sentative that it will be quite possible 
get, by means of his invention, accur- 
ate records at a central station of the 
direction and velocity of the wind 
from any part of Great Britain by 
means of electric wires connecting 
the recording' instrument with the 
vanes and anemometers wherevei 
they may happen to be stationed.

blaze of furious indignation swept 
over the Cherokee nation. 


General Hoss, their most distin- 


guished citizen, and a man of great 
ability and integrity, was sent to 
Washington to intercede with the 
;oveniment. But it was in vain that 
he recalled how his people had wel- 
comed the white man and divided 
their lands with him, 
A strong de- 


tachment of the regular army was 
hurried down. 
The Cherokees were 


ejected from their homes, leaving the 
accumulations of years behind, and 


pere marched across tlie country be- 
tween files of soldiers to an inhos- 
pitable wilderness beyond the Mis- 
sissippi. 
On that march hundreds 


died of hardships and exposure, to 


nothing of those that perished 


before they "became acclimated. 


Throughout the miserable affair 


there -was just one bright spot to re- 
lieve it from everlasting 
infamy. 


Tlie eastern 'branch of the Cherokees. 
who lived in North Carolina, had 
rendered especially conspicuous serv- 
ices to the government of the United 
States during the war with the Creek 
Indians. 
In consideration of those 


services they were left in possession 
if their lands, and were guaranteed 
nil the rights 
conferred upon the 


whole nation by the treaty of 1819 
ind thus came into existence the lit- 
tle republic of North Carolina. 


The first capital was Quslla, where 


and n. code of laws promulgated. 
These, for the most part, were the 
same that had governed the larger 
republic and are in. many respects 
identical -with tlxase ia existence to- 
day. The chief, or president, of the 
republic is elected

The officers of the congress are a 


speaker, a vice speaker, clerk, ser- 
ge an t-at-nrms 
and 
doorkeeper. 


Speaker Cornsilk, of the present con- 
gress, is a full-blooded Cherokee, but 
is an able man and a very excellent 
presiding officer. 
The laws of any 


people indicate not only the extent 
of their civilization, but their ca- 
pacity for it, and in this connection 
the jurisprudence of the Cherokees is 
of interest. 
Citizenship is of two 


kinds, natural and acquired. It can 
be acquired only by inter-marriage, 
nnd that is po'ssible only to whites. 
Inter-marriago with 
the nagro is 


considered miscegenation, and there- 
fore treated as a crime. 


Previous to the first rtpubUc tiial 
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by jury vas fcold «acr«d and their 
first constitution provided that it 
tiiciild never be denied. 
In addi- 


tion to these there are other laws 
prescribing a statute of limitations, 
fixing 
punishments for embezzle- 


ra*ai and perjury, and, in fact, mak- 
ing; all other 
regulations 
for an 


equitable and orderly administration 
ot justice. 
They were never polyg- 


amous people mid some of their most 
stringent laws are directed against 
it and the violation of the Sabbath. 


B-\f jre leaving the political phase 


cf tlis country, I wish to say that 
th'-y are the only people who are 
tiiizens of tivo separate 
republics. 


Unckr the treaty of 1817 they were 
mnde citizens of the United States 
to;- the purpose of voting for federal 
cificers, and this privilege was later 
Lonfii-med and a. provision made for 
cuunting1 their vote as a part of that 
of Worth Carolina. 


One of the most striking character- 


istics of the Cherokee—a trait which 
t'lsiinguishes him 
from all other 


_ 
A_,-.-.eiican aborigines.- -is the fact that 
l.o adapted the Christian, religion al* 
'via=t as soon as he came in contact 
with it. His neighbors, the Creeks, 
lUg Ssminoles, and the Tuscaroras, 
manifested some interest at first in 
the sanguinary stories of the 
Old 


Testament, but even that was lan- 
«\iid and evanescent. But to 
the 


Cherokee the teaching's of the lowly 
Nazarene, were living1 tniths 
that 


commended themselves to him as the 
Lest standard by which to reguate 
his life, an consequently his con- 
version was not a mere perfunctory 
performance to propitiate his white 
neighbors, but was entirely sincere. 


I do not believe that there is an- 


other instance—certainly not among 
tlie aborigines of this country—where 
ft whole nation has adopted the re- 
ligion of Christ at almost the first 
contact with it. No country in the 
world has more churches and Sunday 
schools in proportion to its popula- 
tion than has the Cherokee republic 
and to that fact it very largely owes 
its -position in the scale of civiliza- 
tion. The chief eiecutive of the na- 
tion, is an ordained minister, and 
there is a church within almost 
stone's throw of his residence, 
which he officiates as superintendent 
cf a flourishing Sunday school and 
always fills any vacancy that may 
occur in the pulpit. 'Among the of- 
ficials there are several other Sunday 
school teachers, and I believe more 
than one minister. It is a rare thing 
to find a Cherokee who is not a mem- 
bsr of some church. 


As might be expected from so re- 


ligious a people, there is no indif- 
ference to the cause of education 
At first thert was some opposition 
from the small non-progressive ele- 
ment that WHS confined to the remote 
recesses' of the mountains, but that 
has now disappeared and it is the 
ambition of every Cherokee that his 
children shall be educated at 
the 


national school. 
The course of in- 


struction is comprehensive, embrac- 
ing everything from the 
primary 


department to the equivalent of 
high school education. 
The indus- 


trial idea is also a prominent feature 
in it. The girls are taught to sew, 
cook, and, in fact, everything neces- 
sary to nialie them good housekeep- 
ers, while the boys are familiarized 
by actual experience with the prin- 
ciples of carpentry, shoemaking, iron 
work and agriculture. 


When compared with other Indian 


races the Cherokees' 
progress has 


been phenomenal. Whether the limit 
has been reached is a question scarce- 
ly worth discussing, for from an in- 
tellectual standpoint 
there are no 


limitations to his capacity that do 
not apply equally to the white man. 
If hi has not written a great 'book or 
added to the inventions of the world, 
it must be remembered that in less 
than the hundred years of his na- 
tional 
existence 
he 
has 
passed 


through an ordeal far more severe 
than some which have utterly crush- 
ed more powerful nations. That he 
rose superior to it and emerged from 
the ruins of his greatness and began 
to reunite the threads in the rent 
fabric of his civilization is the best 
evidence that a splendid destiny yet 
p,waits him here, 
where, 
perhaps 


thousands of years ago, his Japan- 
ese progentors, 
crossing the blue- 


crowned hills of the west, fornded 
for him this beautiful home in the 
vales of the Oconaluskee. 


TO ABOLISH POSTOFFICES. 


An imperial irade has just beau is- 


sued instructing the council of minis- 
ters to seek means for the abolition oi 
foreign postoffices in Turkey. 
It is 


perfectly comprehensible that the Ot- 
toman government should with to 
prevent the circuln<tioii of unpleasajrt 
truths through the medium of in- 
violate foreign letter bags. 
But, 


nevertheless, one of the most precious 
rights of advancing civilization is 
the sac-redness of private written cor- 
respondence, and unless Turkey can 
show that this is absolutely guaran- 
teed to foreign subjects it will be 
very difficult for her to obtain the 
consent of the powers to the abolition 
of the respective offices. 
Frequent 


instances have occurred lately to 
prove that at present the Turkish 
postoffico affords no security what- 
ever for letters entrusted to its serv- 
ice. 
It in not long since an individ- 


ual was condemned in the courts for 
a sum of money, and as he was in the 


habit of j-eeeiriu£ considerable sums 
by post, orders -were giv«n to seiz« 
all letters addressed to him. In spite 
of all protests this was done, and on 
a complaint being made m his paper,! |* 
the Servet, it was suspended. 
Dur- * 


ing the last fovtulg-ht almost every 
press letter addressed to a newspaper 
or to the known agent of one was 
opened and stopped, and up to now uo 
reason or satisfaction whatever has 
been given.—London Standard.

system of religio-n. 


MIGHT HAVE SEEN JESUS. 


With the birth and beginnings o 


this kind it was nothing but natura 
that in tini-a Saul would exhibit n 
fierce antagonism to the new sect o 
Christus. 
All who accepted 'Chris 


at the claims He h'ad made for him 
self-and at the estimate his follower: 
held Him in were, as Saul considered 
apostates from 
the Hebrew faith 


Whether Saul ever saw Jesus in th 
flesh we know not. 
<B.e was bori 


about the same date as our Lord's a/1 
vent, and if he came to Jerusalem a 
the age mentioned above it is not im 
provable -that lie both saw and hearc 
tlielffaster. 
But if he did there was 


no good effect following. 
Rathe 


his case Would be as so many other 
who heard His words and beheld Hii 
mighty works, yet were not won ti 
the obedience of faith in Him. 


When I meet with peciple who give 


as a reason why they love not en 
tered upon a Christian life, that crest 
confusions and scholastic theories o- 
Christianity uvake it impossible t; 
see one's way into an open professioi 
of faith, in Christ, and they say i: 
only they could see Christ in peisii 
they would follow Him. I •am wont t> 
•answer: "There were thousands tha' 
saw Him nnd heard Him, and yet re- 
ceived Him not." 
If it were an 


iiounced that Jesus had arrived in. GUI 
hamlet, town or city or church today 
there would be far more to make 
light of it or treat it with idle curios- 
ity than -there would be of those to 
invite Him to their houses and en 
slmne Him in their hearts. 


As for Saul of Tarsus, he did no: 


stop at a negative treatment' cf naw 
religion. 
He wrought himself up to 


tha pitch of a frantic opposition. He 
comes into the open for the first time 
(Acts vii., 58) when Stephen, the 
first Christian martyr, was stoned to 
daath. 


STRENGTHENED CAUSE. 


There he took the modest share 


keeping the garments from 
evei 


watchful thieves which they who did 
the stoning threw off for freedom of 
motion. 
But (Acts viii., 1) 'Saul was 


'consenting" unto 
'the -Mnrtyi 


de?,th and so became particeps crimi- 
nis with the rest. 
A little litei 


(Acts viii., 3) we find him making 
'havoc of th e church" 
Christ. 


Breaking in ID houses and binding 
net pi ess believers, he dragged m«n 
and women to prison. 
But the more 


nadly lie and his sympathizers perse- 
cuted tbe Christians the more they 
multiplied. 
And (lesson verse 4-5) 


ie says: 
"I persecuted this way 


unto the dsath," and whsn they were 
put to death (Acts xxvi.. 10) "I give 
my voice -against them," "I punished 
lism in every synagogue and cam- 
jelled them to blaspheme," 


Finally his fury could not be satis- 


led with the distress and desolations 
le caused near home and he request- 
d the high priest to recommission 
iim to go to "strange cities." And 
o (Acts xxvi., 12) off he sped, thirst- 
ng for the blood of Christ's saints 
nd expecting to slake it in the city 
f Damascus. Such was Saul before 
•hrist appeared to him in the way. 
7a& he a murderer in the sense that 
we usually understand that word? 
Not at all. He was a moral maniac, j 


a blazing bigot and an ungovernable 
fanatic. But was there in such an 
one possibility of something better? 


If we find it then the dark facts 


already mentioned serve as a strong- 
background on which to lay outlines 
of a better life for any one. If Saul 
could be changed then should we dis- 
pair of no one, be he a burning bigot 
or a bad man of whatever type. Let 
us then pass to our second view of 
Saul when. Jesus appeared to him. 
NOT TROUBLED BY CONSCIENCE. 


He was still Saul of Tarsus; proud 


of his family and of his faith. He 
nad not the least compunction of con- 
science, for (Acts xxvi., 9) he affirms 
"1 verily 
(really) 
thought within 


myself that 
I ought 
to do many 


things contrary to the name of Jesus 
of Nazareth, which things I did in 
Jerusalem." 
He was conscientious. 


He meant to do God service. Jesus 
had foretold his followers (John (xvi. 
2) that the time would come when 
they should -be put out of the Hebrew 
synagogue—a time when "whosoever 
killeth you will think that he doeth 
God service." 
So thought Saul of 


Tarsus. Many of the worst crimes 
recorded iii history have been com- 
mitted by those who honestly thought 
they were doing God service. 


But just the same it was wicked, 


and the actor must be held account- 
able before a just 
and holy judge. 


Otherwise there is 
110 standard of 


rig-ht except the judgment of each in- 
dividual, and 
anyone must see to 


what that would lead. Saul and other 
persecutors have been conscientious. 
But if they had used the right meth- 
ods for enlightening their consci- 
ences they never could have, much 
less never .would have, horrified the 
very spirit of righteousness by their 
wicked acts. 


No man's conscience ever approved 


an evil deed if he did what he might 
to inform it. But now suddenly Saul 
had n change of mind we discover 
when now (lesson verse 6) on his 
journey to Damascus. 
"Suddenly 


there shone from heaven 
a great 


light round about me." Note care- 
fully it was not the light which 
changed the life of the arrested sin- 
ner. Times without <number has i 
been said: 
If I could only have D 


light shine upon,me as it did on Sau 
and be prostrated by. a spiritua 
shock my doubts would 'be disperse- 
and I could accept of Jesus as my 
Savior at once. . But it was not th 
light which Saul counted efficacious 


CHRIST'S VOICE POTENT. 


He declares (lesson 
verse 7): *'' 


heard a voice saying unto me, 'Saul 
"Saul,1 " Was it ;of a truth the voic 
of the Lord Jesus? Of course it was 
Why not? 
"When He 
ascended t 


heaven He promised future communi 
cations with His followers. 
He 


the same Jesus now as He was when 
the bright cloud carried Him away 
Saul asserts not only that he heard 
the voice and conversed with Jesus 
but adds that those (lesson verse 9 
"that were with me saw, indeed, thi 
light and were afraid, but they heart 
not the voice that spake to me." 


Thus we observe that when Jesui 


appeared to Paul it was tby a sudden 
and 
unmistakable 
interruption 


Never was reversal of life more vio 
lent that the .turn of the aealot's 
course. One moment he was flushed 
with furious rage, and ready, once he 
reached Damascus, to.dip his hands 
to the wrists in the blood of Christ's 
followers. But "suddenly," as in th< 
wink of an eye, he saw and he. hearc 
what rushed through him as ever an 
electric current ran through matter 
What is it to become a convert? And 
how is that one to become a true be- 
lieverf Some consider every one born 
in a Christian land to be a Christian 
Our Lord flatly contradicts this doc- 
trine in His talk with Nicodemus 
He said: "Except a man be born from 
above he 'cannot see,' 
nor can he 


enter into the kingdom of God.' ' 
Every man was certainly born once. 
And seeing another birth is provided 
for, it must be what is called the new 
birth, the new heart, which every 
man must experience. 


DANGEROU1S TEACHINGS. 


There never was more dangerous 


teaching than th'at which tells people 
they nesd nothing besides a well be 
[laving life to secure their acceptance 
with God. It has been the deadly 
opiate which, dealt out by many un- 
eariptural .teachers, has put the con- 
sciences of hearers into the sleep of 
endless death. Saul, were he by our 
side, would never, never mislead peo- 
ile with such -mischievous notions. 
Ic would, we surmise, sa y to all: 
•You may not need to see the out- 
thining- light which blinded me on 
he road to Damascus. You may not 
tear the audible voice of Jesus as I 
did, 
but you must have Jesus appear 


o you, so that you will be certain 
hat He has met and taken you into 
His service." 


Take verses 10-15 of the 
lesson, 


nd they disclose Saul becoming 'a 


willing servant of Jesus, whom he 


ad before persecuted. As for the 
ight and the voice, they were soon 
assed, but Christ had bidden him j 
o into the city and he would be told i 


what to do, and then the transforma- 
tion scene was pest. 


After Jesus appeared to Paul he 


was a iiew man to his Inmost center 
of being. In Galatians i., 16, there 
Is this notable remark: 
When 
it 


••pleased God to reveal His Son in 


" When boys, studying astron- 


omy, our professor greatly instruct- 
ed and entertained us, telling- that 
the figure of a star does not form 
upon the outer 'lens of the telescope, 
but on the lens within 
the tube. 


This gives some suggestion of how 
Jesus appeared to Paul—Paul, the 
little, and no longer Saul, the lofty 
and proud-spirited Pharisee. 


NO CHANGE IN ARDOR. 


The Christ 'had been photographed 


on his spiritual life under that bril- 
liant light which shone roundabout. 
And ever after it was with this ser- 
vant of the Lord "for me to live is 
Christ" and Christ j'n you the hope 
of glory. 
After Jesus appeared to 


Paul as He did there was no change 
in Paul's ardor of feelings nor devo- 
tion to the cause he espoused. 
He 


was just as zealous in Christ's serv- 
ice as he h.id been before "in the 
Jews-' religion." 
But this did con- 


stitute a change in the man of which 
we cannot make too much. 


That is, before his conversion he 


trusted entirely to his own g-ood self 
and g-ood deeds. 
That he stood as 


gocd 
as the best 
of his Pharisee 


friends was his 
lofty 
boast. 
In- 


deed; he (Philippians iii., 3-7) re- 
counted thoss claims he could have 
made "more than they all." 
But 


• everything1 of the kind he aibjured 
as a ground of trust. He put no con- 
fidence in the flesh. For forty years 
he went teaching- and preaching and 
toiling 
in efforts to make 
Christ 


known to the Gentiles. He recapit- 
ulates repeatedly what he suffered 
as a consequence of being- a Christian 
missionary. But -after rehearsing his 
hardships he deliberately casts all 
thoug-ht of merit behind him, saying: 
"Not by 
works 
of righteousness 


which we have done, but according- 
to His mercy -He saves us." 


Dang'erous, indeed, is the opposite 


doctrine, too popular at present, that 
if we -are only good, that is, respect- 
ably behaved, all will be well. This 
is a false hope to set shining before 
souls that are sailing to the shores 
beyond.

NON-COMPLIANCE . WITH THE 


PLATT AMENDMENT. 


DECIDED IN CABINET SESSION 


PRESIDENT CONFESS WITH SEV- 


ERAL SENATORS. 


Washington, May 31.—The admin- 


istration has decided that the action 
ol the Cuban constitution?.! conven- 
tion, in.accepting the terms of the 
Platt amendment with modifications 
nnd interpretations of their own, was 
not "substantial" compliance with 
our terms within the meaning of the 
amendment and Secretary Boot will 
convey this intelligence to Uie con- 
vention. 
The decision was reached 


at the cabinet meeting: todajf. 


The meeting; lasted over an hour 


and a half and ihad been preceded by 
an hour's conference between the 
president and Senators Plait, of Con- 
necticut; Lodge, of jK.isr^h 
and Fairbanks, of Indiana. 


As the author of the amendment, 


the president desired to learn the 
views of Senator Platt, and also 
those of Senator Lodge, who is one of 
the influential members of tho com- 
mittee on foreign relations. 


At the cabinet meeting; Secretary 


Boot took the position that the in- 
terpretations of the Platt amendment 
contained in the constitution adopt- 
ed by the convention and the where- 
aaea appended to it, went outside of a 
fair Interpellation of its meaning 
and was unacceptable. 


In this view the cabinet concurred. 
WJien asked as to wfhat would be 


the next step of the government aftei 
the Cuban convention 'had been no- 
tified of the rejection of its action, 
one of the members of the cabinet 
said that the government could do 
nothing further until the convention 
again acted; that as long as the con- 
ditions of the Platt amendment were 
on the statute books compliance with. 
them must precede our relinquish- 
ment of control over the island. 
. Tlie cabinet also discussed the de- 
cisions of tne supreme court in the 
insular cases, especially their bearing 
upon the forthcoming decision of th? 
court in the Philippine cases. 


It was the general opinion that in 


some phases the DeLima decision 
might be applicable to the Philip- 
pines, "but that in other ways i: 
might be held entirely inapplicable 
No definite conclusion, however, was 
reached at today's meeting.

civil divisions, the population of 
cities having 25,000 inhabitants 01 
more in 1900, their increase of popu- 
lation in the same nnd the popula- 
tions of incorporated cities, towns, 
villages and boroughs in the year 
1900. 
This report is issued in the 


form of n monograph and comprises 
about 500 pages. 
The other portion 


of the final report on population will 
be issued during the early fall, put- 
ting the entire volume in the hands 
of tiie public at least four years in ad- 
vance of any previous census.
